But tlie fruits of this war were In 
mrt taken from them by Austria, 
vbose diplomatic activity was respon- 
sible for the ruling of tho powers, 
\vbleu compelled the Servians to give 


part of their conquests in Albania. 


1'lias Servia lost her chance to get a 
seaport unit remains a landlocked pow- 
er, her only outlet being through the 
friendly Greek ports ou tho 
sea. 


But the Servian victories in 'Mace- 


donia aud tbe Greek capture of Sa- 
lonlki put an unexpected obstacle in 
the way of Austria's inarch to the 
south. No more could the dual niotx- 
ftrcby hope to inherit Snlonikl and the 
land between that port and the fron- 
tier of Bosnia on the final downfall of 
Turkey; Servia 
was now squarely 


across her path. 


So the Balkan wars left tbe Servians 


confident of their military ability, elat- 
ed by victory, determined on complete 
national unity and angered by Aus- 
tria's continued hold on tbe northern 
port of Iho nation and by her action lu 
depriving the nation of an outlet to tbe 


L. These wars left Austria-Hungary 
Ui Increased Ulfllcnltlcs iu dealing 


with the Slav tribes, particularly the 
Servians, now In her dominions, and 
convinced that the morch. to the- south- 
ward must be given up altogether Tin- 
loss Servia could be put out of th€ 
way.

Protector of the Slav. 


Kuasla aspires to be the protector of 


the Slav people and while she has 
hitherto failed to play that role with 
any great ileRvee of K'o'T she still 
clings to it It was to her that Servia 
looked far assistance when she saw 
Bosnia and Herzegovina slip finally 
through hor lingers. Russia was eager 
and willing to respond, but was in no 
condition to do so. She was still pros- 
trated from tho Japanese war and at 
the first hint that bar interference la 


changes In the Bull;iiijs. Servia prouer 
obtained complete independence, but 
Bosnia and Herzegovina were teft nom- 
inal '.Turkish dependencies, but really 
to he occupied by Austrian troooe. 


The conscMpience of this was a four 


year insurrection ngalust the Austrlans, 
tho effects ot.' which have never dis- 
appeared. The Austriaus have spenl 
large amounts of money on the coun- 
try, but never allowed it autonomy; 
aud in 190S-0, UKlrtK as an excuse the 
constitutional revolution in Turkey, 
which would i-eqwire delegates to the 
Turkish parliament to come from thene 
two states which were actually in 
Austrian bunds, the Uapsburj; mon- 
archy formally annexed Bosnia and 
Her/egovlnn.

Bosnia aud Uerzgovtnn, Servia saw her 
hopes of their ultimate union with her 
entirely defeated. 
Sho protested bit- 


terly, and carried her warlike prcpura- 
tlony to such a point that her army 
practically confronted that of Austria 
on the opposite side of the Danube. The 
hitcvfcttiuce of Connmiy which hold 
back Ru-ssia'a hand extended to aid the 
Serbs was all that prevented a serious 
war.

outraged and defeated by the united 
Geviuaiiic laUueuco, and nursing, her 
hurts she once more set herself to wait 
for hor opportunity. 


The Balkan War. 


It came with, tlie outbreak of the 


Balkan war, when by a series of briil- 
liiut campaigns tbe Servians advanced 
straight through Albania to Duruzzo* 
thus seizing the coveted seaport It Is 
not hard to recall the mRnetireriugs by 
w hich Austria u diplomacy defeated 
this end by setting up the ill fated littlo 
kingdom of Albania us a buffer* At tho 
same time she was able to prevent 
Montenegro, also a Serb state,- from 
maintaining her hold on the Uardty 
won city of Scutari. Not even, the high- 
ly desirable portions of Macedonia that 
fell to Servfa's lot at the end of tbe 
war were able to compensate her for 
her rage of disappointment In the loss

face to face In hostile attitudes. For 
the eternal European Issue of balance 
of power Ji* to the fore again. 


Five yearn ago the triple entente 


protested agntast Austria's annexation 
of Bosnia, asserting that It was in. 
violation of the agreement at the con- 
gress of Berlin following the Russo- 
Tarklsb war. Austria's move blighted 
the racial and political bopes <y£ a small 
Slavic state which was closely related 
to Russia. 


Germany threatened the czar's coun- 


try in 1000, and. two years later pre- 
sented to France a demand for a large 
territorial grunt In Morocco becanse 
the French protectorate there had been 
recognized. Russia, France and Great 
Britain apparently were ready to con- 
test. 
Germany backed down. Since 


then Germany's resentment has been 
bitter. Then there is still friction be- 
tweon. France and Germany over Al- 
sace-Lorraine. 


In Tripoli, Italy defeated Turkey, re- 


gftrded as a German ally. Subsequently 
came the collapse of Turkish power in 
Europe and the increased strength of 
the small Balkan.states. Today these 
iniuor states bur Austria from tho 
Aegean, nnd Servia threatens Austria 
with the union of. southern Slavs. 


Position of Austria. 


The Balkan alliance was undoubtedly 


a Russian move, to counteract which 
Austria promoted dissension among 
the Balkan allies, leading to a second 
war among those states. But Servia 
defeated Bulgaria. Austria's support 
of Bulgaria had alienated Roumonift. 
ServJa begun to cast lon^rlng eyes on 
Bosnia and Herzegovina. 
Eoumanla 


wanted Ita millions of countrymen in 
Hungary. la tlie dual monarchy there 
was little national feeling, the diver- 
sion of races causing dissension an<2 
even threatening the disruption of the 
empire. 


Austria brought about the creation 


of an Albanian kingdom. 
The new 


kingdom bus brouglit Italy and Austria 
Into pogltlou for battle, both having 
designs on the country. 
, Of the members of the triple alliance 
Austria is tbe weakest in preparedness 
for conflict. 
Serbs and Koumanlans, 


eager to fight, nre at her southern 
bonier. 
Austrian ruin would mean 


their nationalisation, 
Greece, siding 


with tbe triple entente, must be taken 
iuto account. 


The Qauntfot to Russia, 


Austria has thrown down the gaunt- 


let to Russia. Germans feel that they 
must stand by the challenge. Servia 
and 
RoTimanta, seeing greater na- 


tionalism in Austria's overthrow, are 
eager to fight ou the entente's side. 
Austria feels that it it must go down H 
•will go down, fighting, rather than yield 
to intrigue. 


It is the supreme moment for the 


test of power. Behind it all is tbe old 
issue of balance of power.

John O'Grcat's Hvuso* 


John O'GrRat was the reputed bnild- 


«r of tbe John O'Groat house, the ruins 
>C which are still pointed out at Duu- 
rau's Bay Head, on the northernmost 
point o£ tho mainland of Scotland, 
Tradition Js not entirely agreed as to 
tho personality of John. O'Groafi. One 
legend stsitcs that he was a poor man 
who used to ferry passengers over to 
the island of Storma for a groat. But 
the most papular story majces him tbe 
descendant of a Hollander, Do Groot, 
who in the reign ot James IV. settled 
in the vicinity, and it goes on to tell 
how John and his seven cousins would 
yearly meet to celebrate the memory 
of their ancestor and have a yearly 
quarrel over the question of preced- 
ence until finally John invented a 
method of settling the difficulty. 
He 


built an eight sided house of one room, 
with eight windows and eight doors, 
and an octagonal table in. tbe center of 
the room, so that all might cater simul- 
taneously, each to his own door, and 
there might be no head of the table. 


First Game Law. 


The first "game law" for the protec- 


tion of wild animals and birds was en- 
acted in 1068 by "William the Conquer- 
or. This decree of the Norman king 
was called a forest law, but its princi- 
pal purpose waa the preservation of 
game. 
Forfeiture of property "was 


made the penalty for killing or dis- 
abling any kind of wild beast, while 
the slayer of a stag, buck or bear, if 
convicted, had his eyes put ont These 
laws, of course, applied only to the- 
masses, since the royalty and nobility 
were permitted to kill as much as they 
pleased. In fact, tho principal purpose 
of the pioneer "game law" was to pro- 
vide sport for the lew. The first par- 
liamentary game law in England was 
passed in 1466. Game laws in Ameri- 
ca have become Increasingly strict oi 
late years, but they were adopted too 
late to save many species, notably the 
buffalo, from almost complete extiuc.

Sqvaretawn. 


The name "Squaretown" has been 


heard Ju designation of Adelaide, the 
capital of the state of South Australia. 
Wlen that colony was projected it 
was established to the utmost detail 
on paper before the colonists set sail 
from England, Tho capital -was laid 
ont upon a surveyor's drawing board, 
and all that remained to do on landing 
was to find a flat piece of ground on 
which to drive the states. Adelaide is 
composed of four areas, a mile In each 
dimension, these areas being parted by 
two streets of noble width. 
Quite 


around the city extends a park land 
a mile in width, and this is maintained 
as a perpetual reserve upon which the 
only encroachments are such wholly 
public establishments as government 
house, parliament house and botanic 
gardens on the north terrace, 'the re- 
mainder being maintained as park and 
recreation grounds.—New York Sun.
